John A. Miller, chairman of the 
park and playground commission, 
presented to the council last eve- 
ning a plan for a park end play- 
ground, which in conjunction -with 
the public tennis courts, and the 
public bath house, will make a civic 
center for the ‘West Side. 


The property to be purchased con- 
sists of three pieces of land con- 
taining approximately .26 of an acre 
and are bounded by Garrard bouie- 
vard, Oregon street and Richmond 
avenue. The (property belongs to 
the John Nicholl company, and the 
park and play ground coramission 
has an option on property for $5,800. 

It is the idea of the park and 
playground commission to make at 
the new place a recreation center for 
the West Side, and the recommenda- 
tion has been made that the band 
stand now at Tenth and Nevin be 
removed to the new site.

John A. Miller, chairman of the 
park and’ Dlayground committee, men- 
tioned two sites which he believed 
were most ‘desirable. These are the 
locations at Eighth and Ninth on 
Ohio avenue, and the block at Vir- 
ginia and Florida, between Tenth and 
Twelfth streets. Miller declared he 
beleved the site on Ohio avenue 
could not be acquired, as the pur- 
chase of the land would exceed the 
$25,000 available. 


The site between Tenth and Twelfth 
streets, on Virginia and Florida ave- 
nues, would be most logical, Miller 
said, inasmuch as { twould serve 
the greater number of youngsters.
